Acting Officer Commanding, it was 
announced at headquarters last 
night. The Colonel in a special 
statement to the Daily, said that 
students in the fourth and fifth 
years in Medicine may enrol in a 
course for qualification as Captain 
in the Royal Canadian Army Medi- 
cal Corps. The course will take 
three hours per week for approxi- 
mately four months. 

Attention of other medical stu- 
dents was called to the special two 
year course which will be estab- 
lished, provided the numbers justi- 
fy it. This course will lead to quali- 
fication as Lieutenant in Infantry, 
and will consist of three hours 
weekly. The first year will be de- 
voted to instruction which is com- 
mon to all arms, with special-to- 
arm Instruction following in the 
second year, It was pointed out.

QUARTET by Kmil Ludwlg. Translated by 
Ernest Bojvt. Alliance nook Corporation,

He It, furthermore, * 
very keen student of human nature, and h 
clear-thinking analyst. The.«e qualities would, 
undoubtedly, suit him for die task of novel- 
writing, However, it teems that in the field 
of the novel Mr. l.udwig* proclivities run In 
the direction of the blmre, and fantastic In hu- 
man interrelationship. An excellent example 
of this trend may iv found in the novel "Quar- 
tet." 

The story of "Quartet" concerns the lives 
ot four people* in the main— Manfred, a cele- 
brated author of books with a social signifi- 
cance, Helena, his strong-willed, beautiful, in- 
te))ig«nt wife, Eric, a Danish painter of .ability, 
arsi his wife Dsgmsr, a docile. Comprehending 
blond* of Juncetqua beauty and proportions, 

As the book opens the reader Is afforded 
s glimpse Into the private lives of Manfred and 
Helena. They live in an out-of-the-way place 
in Switzerland, surrounded by lakes and moun- 
tains, and removed from contact with the rest 
of the world. Manfred writes and Helena in- 
dulges passionately in her hobby, gardening. 
They have no friends, and their only common 
bond, outside of a deep understanding of each 
ether's idiosyneracies acquired during twenty 
years of married life and a few separations'! is 
their fonr:eer.-yesr-o)d son, Je-hn. 

Into the friendless lives of Manfred and 
Helena come Eric and Dagroir. They meet 
on the lake by pure chance, and all realire that 
they have found potential friends. Eric and 
Dagnttr are invited to come and live with Man- 
fred and Helena at the lister's home. The visi- 
tors settle dowr. ta work :r. Mar.fred s old house, 
and a eonuncra bond of mutual attraction 
springs up among then.

Accordingly, they arrange to meet at Manfred's 
house, where trie exchange takes place agair.. 
anc :r»çy ti; revert to their former states. The 
friendship which has developed in the first 
part of the trook between these four people » 
shown to remain unscathed by the various ex- 
changes and separat-ons. 

Tr.t fantastic aspect of the whole w.f. 
b:ough - . home very' forcefully when the two 
couples par: company a: the end without ever 
so much ut a cloud to mar their fr.endthip. 
The reader « left to draw bis own conclusions 
as to whether or not such a relationship is pos- 
sible, though he may not fcoix-ve m iu proba- 
bility, much lest condone it.

THE CANADIAN ARMY CORPS. 

During the present days, with most of our 
news being made up of one war bulletin after 
another, the part which the medical profession 
plays in this groat struggle should be of Inter- 
est to every medical student, and also to those 
of other faculties. 

Before discussing the workings of such an 
organization as the Canadian Army Medical 
Corps, it is advisable to consider briefly some 
of ihe history of the organization. 

Before Confederation in 1867, there ob- 
viously was no such organization as the Cana- 
dian Army Medical Corps, as at that time there 
was not even a Canadian army. However, be- 
fore this time the most important members of 
the medical profession in Canada were the re- 
gimental medical officers. Many of these men 
chose to settle down in Canada and practice 
medicine, rather than return to their mother 
country with their regiments. To these men 
the medical profession of Canada owes a great 
deal, because they were the founders of the 
profession. 

Regimental Medical Officers. 

When Canada was left to her own defence 
in 1557, there were Regimental Medical Officers 
appointed to each regiment from the ranks of 
the general practitioners. From this very primi- 
tive stage to the now very complicated but ef- 
ficlent system of prevention and treatment 
which accompanies an army when it engages In 
battle Is a gradual hut carefully planned evolu- 
tion- 
Chief among the highlights in this évolu- 
tion must be mentioned rhe Riel Rebellion, the 
Boer War, and the Great War. From each of 
these three experiences in warfare, the Cana- 
dian Army Medical Corps learned lessons, which 
is hoped may make the lot nf Ihe soldier nf 
tomorrow more easy 

Notable among the peacetime advances In 
this medical service waa the iiilrnrliirlinn of 
what might be called the Sanitary Era, In which 
it was discovered that it was possible In keep 
men 'massed in great numbers In temporary 
quarters) clean, and also to dispose of aewage 
and garbage in such a manner lhat II was nnt 
any longer a nuisance or a menace In Ihe 
health of the men. , 

it was toon rcali/.cd thai aa nursing was an 
integral pail of ilia care of wounded soldiers, 
a nuniiig organisation aliould he rccognued as 
ai, part of Hie Army Medical services Tlnia in 
the Canadian Army, a nursing »i«l«r Is given 
the rclaDve rank of lieutenant, This li an ac- 
tion which hat been found impossible In arm Us 
with such firmly-embedded tradition* Dial they 
could never admit lhat a wmii-m could be- 
come « necessary pari o/ ■>>• nrrny m iho field 
I'uiuii OruanUailuii.

M.R.T. Review. 

To the Editor of the MeGill Dally. 

Sir:— I was disgusted to read in 
the Daily of Oct. 10 the review of 
the current M.R.T. production, 
"George and Margaret." In a col 
umn supposedly devoted to con 
structive criticism of the theatre. 
M. H. has seen fit to air his social 
and economic views about people 
who support the M.R.T. and attend 
its productions. 

According to him, this is the 
theatre of a clique whose members 
are "removed from the happy, 
grimy facts of existing," svho are. 
in fact, the parasites of society. May 
I point out that before the advent 
of the M.R.T, the theatre move 
ment in Montreal was, to all in- 
tents and purposes, non-existent 
Since this time, interest in the 
theatre' has spread widely and rap- 
idly in the city, and not only have 
many thousands been entertained 
by plays which have enjoyed fa- 
vour both in New York and London 
and which otherwise they would 
have been unable to see, but also 
many young people have received 
a training which has served them in 
good stead on the stages of these 
and other cities.

The boom in the price of iovi- 
s'.uffs and raw materials will make 
other jobs and protestions better 
paying with a consequent shift of | 
men from the teaching profession 
to other work. This will increase 
the demand for teachers which will 
ir. turn draw new people to the 
.teaching profession because of the 
necessary increase in salaries of 
teachers, Dear. Daughters said. 

Ir. the last war, which began with 
hard times in 1914. he said, tes.ch- 
ers' salaries nearly doubled in 
three years and where before the 
war there had been very little d*. 
mane, during the war the demand 
1er exceeded the supply. 

The shift, because of the expect- 
ed increase in demand for teachers, 
has already begun, Dean Daughters 
ea.c citing figures showing that the 
enrollment ir: the education courses 
thic year it about ten per cent high- 
er than last year ,*r,d about eight 
per cent greater than any other 
year. 

If the w«r continues, he added, 
the enrollment in thctc courses will 
undoubtedly increase even more 
with the percentage of women be-

Sackville— When a p»rson is im- 
pertinent he ix guilly of insolence 
to an elder or to a superior. No- 
body likes to be insulled. least of 
all our elders. Their fierce indig- 
nation at impertinence has given 
that practice a worse name than It 
deserves. They regard it as a fault 
a flagrant crime. 

Just why age should exempt one 
from impertinence Is a puzzle to 
me. Our ciders and betters quite 
rightly assume that weir greater 
knowledge and experience entitle 
them to respect, They do not know 
everything, however, and they re- 
sent being reminded of the fact, 
particularly by younger people. 

I know a middle-aged man who 
rants and raves in asinine fashion 
about things he knows nothing of. 
If I were to tell him in precise 
terms just what is wTong with 
some of his ideas, he would be 
highly affronted. But if a person 
of his own age were to tell him the 
very same thing, it would not be 
impertinence. It would only be 
rudc*ness, which today is a univer- 
sal practice, attaining among our 
"best people" to the status of a 
fine art. Similarly, it would mere- 
ly be rudeness if I told one of rny 
generation why I dislike him. 

Some elderly people make no 
claims to superior knowledge and 
experience. One rarely comes 
across people like these. They de- 
mand reverence on the score of 
age alone.
